GENERAL,  PROV I  SION  _  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE.  AREA . 

(a)  LABORilTORY  FACILITIES.  The  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Cambridge  continued,  to  provide  those  facilities 
throughout  1945. 

(b)  AKBULaF  C. IniCILITT. , S .  The  ambulance  facilities  for  the 
whole  County  of  West  Suffolk  were  considered  during  the  year 
at  a  Conference  attendee,  by  representatives  of  all  the  Local 
Authorities  and  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  It  was  intimated 
that  additional  Red  Cross  Ambulances  would  be  stationed  in  the 
County,  and  that  a  larger  measure  of  co-ordination,  through  the 

Red  Cross  Centre  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  would  ensure  that  these 
facilities  proved  adequate. 

Since  the  suspension  of  Civil  Defence,  no  suitable 
ambulance  for  the  transport  of  Scabies  Cases  has  been  available, 
consequently,  unless  patients  were  able  to  make  their  own  transport 
arrangements,  treatment  of  such  cases  was  suspended.  At  the 
Conference  referred  to  above,  it  was  agreed  to  recommend  that  an 
ambulance  for  Scabies  cases  be  purchased  by  the  County  Council  and 
bo  stationed  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  for  the 
services  of  all  the  District  Councils  using  that  centre  for 
Scabies  treatment. 


Infectious  Diseases  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulance 
provided  by  the  Newmarket  R, D.C.,  and  kept  at  their  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Exiling. 


(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. -This  work  was  carried  on  by  nurses 
of  the  local  Nursing  Associations  residing  in  the  villages  of 
Brandon,  Icklingham,  Mildenhall,  Lakenhonth,  and  Moulton,  whilst 
some  parishes  on  the  periphery  were  served  by  the  nurse  residing 
at  Barrow.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  01'  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER.  During  December  1945  from  the  Council's  three 
pumping  stations  at  Mildenhall,  Brandon  and  Moulton  the  average 
daily  output  was  99,000,  82,000  and  39,000  gallons  respectively. 
All  water  samples  analysed  from  these  piped  supplies  were 
satisfactory. 

During  1945  owing  to  tEo  'difficulty  of  labour  and  materials 
only  90  applicants  for  piped  water  supply  were  connected  -  many 
applications  are  still  outstanding.  The  number  of  houses  with  a 
piped  water  supply  at  the  end  of  1945  was  therefore  1831, 
representing  approximately  51 A  of  the  houses  in  the  District. 
Although  this  is  a  commendable  percentage  for  a  Rural  District  at 
the  present  time,  the  Council  is  far  from  complacent  about  the 
difficulties  of  water  supply  in  many  parts  of  the  Districts. 

They  are  concerned  especially  at  the  position  existing  in  the 
Fen  part  of  the  area  where  Drainage  Board  activities,  which  have 
improved  the  agricultural  position  of  the  land,  have  created 
impossible  conditions  with  regard,  to  domestic  water  supply 


These  continued  as  in  the 
previous  year. 


-  k  - 
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for  inhabitants  whoso  former  reliance  upon  ditch  water  was 
already  alarming  to  the  Cuuncil.  The  Council*  therefore, 
instructed  their  Consulting  hug i nears*  Messrs.  Willcox  &  Simpson* 
to  hasten  the  necessary  preparation  of  a  scheme  for  the  piped 
supply  of  water  to  all  parishes  in  the  District  not  yet  possessed 
of  this  service*  It  is  hoped  that  the  first  extensions  will  he 
to  the  Sedge  Fen  and  West  Row  Fen.  Although  the  provision  of 
satisfactory  houses  in  rural  areas  is  of  paramount  importance 
and  therefore  must  have  the  first  priority. of  labour  and 
materials*  the  Council  would  welcome  signs  that  the  second 
priority  had  been  given  to  rural  water  schemes  as  also  they 
would  welcome  information  to  clarify  their  financial  position 
with  regard  to  the  amount  of  individual  grants  for  piped  water 
supplies  under  the  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act  1944*  and  of 
any  other  additional  grants  which  may  be  contemplated  now  that 
the  proposed  rural  schemes  throughout  the  country  are  so 
numerous  in  relation  to  the  £15*000*000  promised  by  the  above 
Act. 


Twonty  samples  of  water  taken  during  1945  from  private 
sources  showed  only  four  satisfactory  results.  Four  of  the 
sixteen  unsatisfactory  sources  analysed  were  replaced  by 
connection  to  the  piped  supply.  The  remaining  twelve  received 
warnings  as  tc  precautions  they  should  adopt. 

(ii)  D RAIMA CD  AND  SEWERAGE.  Progress  with  the  preparation 
of  sewage  schemes  for  Brandon*  Mildenhall  and  Lakonheath  were 
advanced  during  1945  -  the  Brandon  Scheme  to  the  stage  where 
the  Council  were  informed  that  the  Minister  of  Health  would 
hold  a  public  enquiry  in  February  1946. 

The  piped  water  supply  connections  reported  in  the  previous 
sub-section  necessitated,  in  many  cases,  the  provision  of  drains 
and  cess-pools.  Twenty-five  new  drains  were  constructed  and 
connected  to  new  or  existing  cess-pools  during  the  year*  and 
the  repair  and  reconstruction  of  a  number  of  existing  defective 
drains  effected. 

The  Council  owned  and  operated  mechanical  cess-pool  emptier 
again  proved  of  great  value  throughout  1945  when  128  free 
clearances  of  cess-pools  involving  231  loads  were  made*  and  also 
a  large  number  of  intermediate  clearances  for  which  reasonable 
charges  were  made.  This  mechanical  cess-pool  emptier  was  fully 
occupied  each  day  of  the  week  as  in  addition  to  the  valuable 
work  in  our  own  area  its  use  was  sought  by  our  neighbouring 
Authorities  of  Thetford  Borough*  Newmarket  and  Stowmarket  U.D.CS, 
Chesterton*  Newmarket  (Canibs.],  Dly  (isle  of  Ely)  Down, 

Swaffham*  Wayland  (N  rfclk)  Cosford,  Clare*  Melford  and  Tllingoo 
(West  Suffolk)  R.D.Cs. 


2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  As  alreauy  noteu  in  the  Sub-Section, 
dealing  with  water*  the  Works  of  the  Drainage  Boards  have  from 
an  agricultural  point  of  view*  and,  in  many  cases*  from  a 
bacteriological  standard* improved  the  condition  of  rivers  and 
streams  whilst  unfortunately  in  some  parts  adding  to  the 
difficulty  of  domestic  water  supply. 


(i).  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


_  As  in  previous  years  a  weekly 

clearance  of  pail  closets  was  continued  in  the  parishes  of  Mildenhall* 
Brandon  and  Lakonheath.  The  number  of  closets  dealt  with  in  each 
of  these  parishes  is  approximately  200*  430  and  210.  During  the  year 
three  vault  closets  were  converted  to  pail  closets*  and  two  vault

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(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING;.  This  service  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  every  parish  in  the  District,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  as  the  years  proceed  the  value  of  this  service 
is  recognised  more  fully  by  the  inhabitants. 

Voluntary  Organisations  did  valuable  work  in  the  collection 
of  waste  papery  rags  and  bones  until  the  collapse  of  Germany  and 
Japan,  since  when  the  Council  have  utilised  the  public  cleansing 
service  for  the  recovery  of  these  materials.  The  total  value  of 
materials  collected  by  the  voluntary  organisations  and  the 
Council.:  during  1945  was  £226. 10. lid. ,  which  is  some  £163  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.

Correct  information  regarding  overcrowding  in  the  District  is 
not  yet  available. 


The  Housing  Inspection  Sub -Commit tee  enthusiastically  undertook 
much  work  in  the  inspection  of  houses  assessed  by  the  officials 
as  likely  to  be  placed  in  Categories  IV  or  V  (for  re-conditioning 
or  demolition). 


These  inspections  gave  the  members  a  detailed  knowledge  of  the 
housing  requirements  of  the  District  which  will  be  of  great  value 
in  selecting  the  order  of  future  tenants. 


It  must,  however,  be  recorded  that  the  enthusiasm  to  complete 
the  "Ilobhouse  Survey*  has  evaporated  and  been  replaced  by 
feelings  of  frustration.  There  seems  little  point  in  compiling 
details  of  repairs  required  to  houses  when  neither  labour  nor 
materials  can  be  made  available  to  execute  these  repairs,  it 
appears  futile  to  categorise  houses  as  suitable  for  re-conditioning 
under  the  Housing  (Rural  V/orkers)  Acts  when  the,  grants  under  these 
Acts,  which  made  the  ro-conui tioning  possible,  have  been  suspended 
and  nothing  valuable  seems  to  be  gained  by  hearing  "Time  and  Place" 
notices  on  housos beyond  repair  when  these  hearingsresult  either 
in  Domo3.it Lon  Orders  which  must  be  suspended  for  years  or 
undertaking  s  no  'c  to  rele'c  until  rendered  fit, which  undertakings, 


every  six  months, must  be  constantly  superceded  by  Temporary 
Licenses  to  occupy.

lumbers  feel  they  are  left  with  the  choice  of  repeated 
inspections  to  houses wanting  repairs  or  beyond  repair  where 
they  can  bo  met  at  each  visit  with  the  remark  that  their  last 
visit  produced  no  improvements ,  or  the  other  alternative  of 
ceasing  to  visit,  which  leaves  them  open  to  the  criticism  of 
indifference  of  which  they  are  certainly  not  guilty. 

At  the  end  of  1945  the  position  with  regard  to  new  dwellings 
in  the  District  was  that  sites  had  been  obtained  for  85  Council 
houses,  but  none  of  these  were  under  development  or  construction, 
ho  tenders  had  been  approved,  30  temporary  houses  had  been 
allocated  to  the  District  but  were  not  as  yet  delivered,  and 
o  Swedish  houses  allocated  were  similarly  awaited.  The  Council 
had  issued  locenses  for  15  private  dwellings  to  be  built,  but 
none  of  these  were  completed.

The  only  case  of  Diphtheria  in  a  civilian  was  that  of  a  boy  who 
arrived  already  infected  into  the  District. 

The  Measles  death  was  recorded  by  the  Registrar-General ,  but 
not  registered  locally.

35  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  during  1945.  As  has  been 
previously  noted  lack  of  transport  facilities  prevented  the  continuation 
of  these  treatments  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.
